Sidney David Pierce, graduate In 
Arts and Law of -McGill University 
ha.'- left today for Dalhousie Univer- 
sity where he is to become Assistant 
Professor in the Department of Eco- 
nomics and Politic.Tl Science, accord- 
ing to a report received by the Daily 
last night. 

Pierce, who received Ills H..\. in 
1322 and his B.C.L. In 1P25, was not 
only a brilliant student, but also out- 
standing in all branches of extra- 
curricular activity. Upon gradua- 
tion in Ans he received first class 
honors in economic and political 
science nd ihe .A.llen Oliver MerSorial 
gold medal. He decided however,' not 
to ■proceed to~ the degree of M.A. 

For several years Pierce was a 
member of the rugby squad, but 
afterwards gave up this branch of 
sport for track. In this line he shone 
particularly, breaking the Canadian 
Intercollegiate records In both the 
high and low hurdles. 'He -was a 
member of the Canadian Olympic team 
that visited Europe during the sum- 
mer 1925. 

Pierce was also a member of the

Fruit flipB are better object.'i lo he 
u.«ed In tho study of heredity than 
man according to professor J. K. 
Breltenbecker of McGlIl University 
who has been engaged tn research 
along these lines during the summer. 
Dr. Breltenbecker pointed out that duo 
to the fact that a. generation in the 
life of man covers 30 years, a period 
too long to allow of proper study and 
Investigation of heredity. All insects 
that reproduce rapidly are suitable for 
this particular branch ot research, he 
claims.' 

Dr. Breitenbeiker commented, on the 
work ho ha.a been carrying on dur- 
ing the summer at Wood's Hole. 
While Dr. Thoma.'! Hunt Morgan, of 
Columbia University, experimented 
with fruit flies. Dr. Brellenbecher has 
confined his attention to weevils. 

"These Ineects produce a generation 
in three week.?' time," he explained. 
"They are eiLsy to grow and their 
food can be obtained at any grocery 
store. As they measure a half inch In 
length, they are ot convenient size tor 
working material." 

Dr. Brellenbecher spoke of the in- 
jurious nature of these Insects. "There 
are beneficial insects like the honey 
bee, but weevils have no use sav^e> to 
the scientist." he s.tid. "They feed on 
beans and cau.se great damage annu- 
ally to the crop. 

"The fly Is used more for heredity 
study;" he went on. "The weevil is 
easier to breed and larger than tho 
fruit fly. When taken from a contain- 
er for observation purposes they play 
possum by fainting. This does away 
with the necessity of etherizing them, 
ns the experimentalist is forced to do 
with the trull fly." 

\ In referring to the mc,-\ns ot fight- 
ing these weevils. Dr. Brellenbecher 
stated that heat would destroy them. 
"It you place the beans containing 
the weevils In a dish and apply heat 
with a teniiier.itiire of 103 degrees, 
tho insects will bo destroyed without 
affecting the germinating of the 
beans," ho said. 

Dr. Broitenbecher has observed the

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McGILL AND THE EMPIRE. 

An Indian scholar and philosopher, a Christianized Hindu b.\ 
the way, paid a short vLsit to this country last month when he 
attended the National exhibition with his countryman, the Diwan 
In a brief interview, which was granted a member of the Daily 
staff, this Professor Manikam revealed many intcM-esting and im- 
portant facts, bearing on our sister dominions of the East. 

The Professor was startled by the apparent ignorance on the 
part of people Uoth here and in the U.S. regarding India- and In- 
dian affairs. The predominating idea of that country seemed to 
be that it was primarily a land of lions, tigers, jungles and 
Ghandi. Even college students, with whom Dr. Manikam had 
come in contact, manifested a deplorable knowledge of tilings 
' Indian. Most encouraging accounts were glTCn of the India of 
today by a man who knows whereof he speaks. 

another example of the need for exchange of 
students,' particularly between different points in the British 
Empire. A movement was started not long ago in England by 
the various students' unions there with this purpose in mind, and 
McGill was one of the colleges visited by a delegation of English 
university men who were touring the Empire to press forward 
this plan for greater unity and sympathy amongst British stu- 
dents. However, the expense attached to that scheme seemed 
too great for this university anyway. 

There is no better way of fostering a better understanding 
between the Empire nations than by this method of exchanging 
not only students, but professors. And those, in whose power the 
carrying out of such a system lies, should not rest content until 
a workable proposition for student exchange is in effect. 
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LAUNCH OUT INTO THE DEEP". 

How many people with two good eyes in their head go 
through life half blind, missing the obvious, letting the precious 
things escape them, and putting limits on the boundless. Life 
never ceases to reproduce itself in miniature in many of what we 
call the common and unimportant events that hapiien from hour 
to hour; arid yet how many of us actually see but make little ef- 
fort to understand. 

We are given a wde. wide world for the exercise of our 
powers. But many of us are looking at the wide world of en- 
deavor as though it were only at the end of our outstretched arms. 
Some of us are grasping the little things and letting the big 
things go. And some of us, who know that there is a whole sea 
to fish in, are never venturing beyond the shallows where we can 
see the pebbles on the bottom. 

How much we think in the shallows. What an empire haye 
we in the unmeasured fields of thought! What an îllîmitàbie 
realm is that which our thoughts can traverse, ever finding new 
jfiathways ! And yet, how true it is that we can chain down so 
^iich of our thinking to the petty and trivial things, stunting 
our minds and curtailing the liberty that belongs to them of right. 

How much we students here at McGill are reading in the shal- 
lows. If many of us hoisted our sail and launched out into the 
deep with our reading — if we delimited the amount of light read- 
ing we do, and read with SOME FICTION, a page or so of his- 
tory, or biography, or poetry, it would open for us the door of a 
new world. 

The predominating tendency today is to do the easiest, the 
most pleasant, the least irksome things. But will such things 
get us anywhere?

IDEALISTS. 

Much has been accomplished during the past few months to 
further international friendship and peace, especially on the con 
tinent. What threatened to become a League of Notions gives 
every e\adence of really achieving its.objective to engender amity 
amongst the fifty odd countries that number themselves as mem- 
bers of this alliance. 

It is well for the world that peace advocates, moral i-eformers 
and other idealists with a conscience and zeal for human welfare 
are active and vocal. They have their work to do for the com 
mon good. But it is possible even for an idealist to go to ex- 
tremes; and when that happens — beware! Mother Nature has 
a provoking way of taking her time. The present generation of 
men have a way of acting impetuously. The natural consequence 
is that there is a clash and — man is the loser. 

Only too often in recent years has this iron law manifested 
itself. Forcing the fruit to grow in half its natural time it only 
sowing on stoney ground. The practical minds have their value, 
even if its only that they prevent idealists from having their way 
too prematurely. 

So, in the light of this, soldiers, cadets and the like will still 
have their use. For, tin hats and brass buttons represent author- 
ity, and the practical side of human nature. It may be that the 
j^J^agiie will prevent any further cause for their actual need. Un- 
c'doubtedly, if matters are not forced unnaturally, this laudable 
international tribunal will do away with the necessity for an- 
other devastating conflict. Meantime, it will not be advisable to 
permit pictistical odd men and ladies' aids to get too far with their 
resolutions advocating the abolition of militarism. 



RAZZING JAZZ. 

Rising in wrath to come to the defence of one of its two gods, 
several journals of the great colossus' to the south of us have 
taken much exception to the opinion of a distinguished English 
^idtic, Mr. Ernest Newman, respecting the American type of 
imusic, that is to say, jazz. One paper styles it as 'the one thing 
music that is alive today.' Yes, jazz has nearly strangled 
music to death, as far as quantity is concerned. But many 
ic strips will be necessary to offset a Rembrandt or a Turner, 
'(en.an unusually sensible New York daily says that 'its rhythms 
are palpitating with the new blood of tomorrow.' If this bo so, 
we rest calmly on the hope that 'tomorrow never comee.' 

Mr. Newman rightly denounces most severely the juzzore of 
the classics. It might even be of credit to its genlusoa were jazz 
really original. But, on the other hand, it représente plaglurlsm 
in the lowest form. Spoliation is easier than creation, seems to 
jbe the policy of the artists in 'tin pan alley,' 

yVe are loath to assume the role of prophet, but our tiotttufj- 
tion is that jazz is merely an expression of tho prevailing spjrjit 
of the day; a wild, effervescing disposition that |b a rcjsuit of the

To some, .collejîo will be the 
biggest factor in their success; to 
others it will bo no less than a. real 
traf^ody. 

'I'lii' colleges have much to rIvo. 
Thpro is also much Mint they cannot 
plve. To Hlmpllfy the discussion of 
wli.-il the colleges have, and have not 
to offer the student It Is necessary 
to divide them Into two general class- 
ef, those which specialize in prepar- 
ing .■-tudcnt-s for their life work, and 
those which place the cinph.isis on the 
cultural side, giving a foundation .xnd 
a background r.Tthor thnn a definite 
training for life, ms leaves out of 
llio picture, for the moment, the largo 
number of rollegcs which are doing 
both things. 

The strictly vocational college can 
take boys and girls who know what 
profession the.v want to follow and 
train them for that profession. Tliey 
can i)rcparc .t. man to become a farm- 
er or an engineer, or a girl to be a 
secretary of a libr.irian or a dietician. 

The great advantage that a voca- 
tional college has ovor the strictlj' cul- 
^tural college Is that Its students come 
to It with a definite objective. If a 
normally intelligent boy wants to be- 
come an engineer and goes to a good 
engl'ucerlng college, he will leave It, 
an engineer; If he wishes to become 
a pharmacist he can go to a oollego 
which will make him one. Whether 
lie be a good or a bad or an indiffer- 
ent engineer or pharmacist depends 
entirely on himself. 

The chief thing that the cultural 
coIlege;can give is not ma end but a

means to an end; it does not turn out 
a finished product, but a product cap- 
able of finishing itself. It can lay the 
foundation, and give the tools with 
which to bulW the structure of life 
upon It. It should grtve him a new ap- 
preciation of beauty ajnd of the In- 
tellectual and spiritual side of life, the 
thingi: thai we oommoiily call "cul- 
ture". Cut there Is much that the col- 
lege cannot accomplish. 

U can give a student facts, but they 
are useless at the same time he hai< 
learned to ko to the sources and to 
seek out his own facts; It can give 
him a good foundation of general 
knowledge, but this Is useless unlen.s 
he has learned at the same time not 
to .'icctijt knowledge uiiriue^tionlnKly, 
unless lie has luarned to do his own 
thinking, unless he has learned u 
sense of value. 

Those who are going to college 
should be sure that they aro properly 
erjuipped for Jt physically, emotionally 
and mentally. Jf a student has not 
the iiliysicul stamina or the emotional 
stability to stand up under the strain 
of the life and work of a college, hé 
should find some other place or oc- 
r:ijpulIon within his limitations. Or if 
hL- liuK not the type of mentality that 
v/111 enable him to keep up with the 
work without constant otruggle and 
misery, he should not go. Four years 
of going to lectures that go In ono oar 
and out the other because thoi» la 
nr/thing to stop thejii, eoiit,ifjbiit«B 
nothing to a (person's happlnolis or 
oq^ulpment. No matter how niuoh ono 
may want to go to college Ijocause 
of the Boolttl life or the athlollcs or 
other similar secondary rousons, hu 
must reinembor tluit a certain amount 
of academic work is nocossiu-y. If hu

college. 

2\ prominent alumnus of ono of oiir 
finest colleges says that lie has obtiUn- 
cd his odiicntlon since he left college; 
Utsil ho did not realize until his .sen- 
ior ypnr that ho had taken nil the 
wroiiB I'oiirsea, bud not known what 
hu wanted to Ket out of college or 
whnt there wns to got; that when ho 
left l>c hnil just reached the mental 
state where he should 4iavc been when 
lie entered. 

Tho colleges realize this situation 
and many of them nro doing much to 
beter It. Some of them now have fresh- 
men courses which train the student 
in tlilnkinR and iwljust him. in the ser- 
ious purposes of tho university as 
distinguished from those of the high 
school; they give him a bird's-eye 
view over nil the fields of learning; 
they give him. glimpses of brunches of 
knowledge that ho might otherwise 
never know existed until too late to 
take advantage of them. Thus ho has 
a geiicrnl familiarity with them 
whether ho pursue them further or 
not. 

Tho difficulty is that most students 
lacking this help, and many of them 
oven with It. do not 'know what thoy 
want to do. Many of them have not 
made a choice cvem when they leave 
collf-ge. Several years ago the Harvard 
Crimson carried an editorial which 
said: 

"Barring those who have post-grad- 
uate plans for the Law, Engineering 
or Medical Schools, It Is astonishinjî 
Jiow few members of 1921 know what 
they are going tjàTdo.|5Many Intend to 
drift through the 'summer inonths, per- 
haps in travel abroad, guided by the 
hope that something will turn' up." 
Others have vagtie ideas about start- 
ing 'on tho street' usually for lack of 
a bettor notion as to what th«y are 
qualified to undertake. Still more ex- 
pect to oak the 'old m"an' for a job 
In his office until they can 'decide what 
their life-work shall be. But the man 
who has a definite thought as to hl.s 
future occupation is hard to find." 

It Is a splendid thing for a student 
If he be one of the rare ones who 
knows early in his college course whnt 
he means to do w<hen ho gets out <o 
that he can plan his course according- 
ly. If he changes his mind, he will at 
least have learned his unfitness for, 
Or his lack of Interest In tho thing 
before It Is too late; it his Interest 
conttoue, he will have the advantage 
Of having directed tils education to- 
ward the right goal. 

Many colleges make contracts •with 
the Incoming' students through facul- 
ty advlsers. The most auccessfiil ad- 
visers are those found In a few cot- 
leffcs who are there only for that pur^ 
pose and who are choaen for their fit- 
ness for that job alone. They moan 
much to groping ambitious youtli. 

One of the first thinss that many 
students have to consider In making 
a choice of college, Is the expense. 
But let it be said hero and now tMtt, 
unless he has some one dependent 
on him, no American boy or g^f^ need 
give up the Idea . of college because 
of poverty. Nor Is his choice very 
limited hecausn of that, except for 
considérations of distance.

In none of the figures given has til 
lowiinco ^been made for their reduc- 
tion by scholarships and students' 
work, 'Not only 1» there ample pro 
vision In this democracy for the odu 
cation ho -wants, but in no liislllu- 
tion of learning Is "working one's 
way" an acodemic handicap or a so 
clal stigmii. 

A recent report of nn organization 
for linlplnK- students to help thom- 
KOlves, In a, larno cnstern college for 
women, montions with pride that, 
among tho sixty-eight girls to 
whom loans nnd gifts wore made 
during the your, there were five 
members of tho Phi Beta Kappa 
Society, whosi) key Is the badge . of 
tho hlglicst scholnrshlp, and twenty 
fivo oilier honor students; tho ma. 
jorlty of the rest had high scholar 
.ship records. Ten of them held Im 
portant executive offices Ruch as 
class organization preslilont, and 
other.M wern loaders In ail sort of 
uctlvitlcs, social, athletic mid intel- 
lectual. 

Moreover, strange as It may seem, 
and hard on the private schools as It 

.may bo, college recortls show un- 
mL-itiikably that the averngo record 
of xtiiduntH who come from the pub- 
lic schools is higher thnn that of tho 
pupils who come from the private 
schools! 

Another fnl.se Idea on which people 
bn«c II. pliolcp la one formed largely 
by recent fiction. It is that large col- 
leges, or colleges located In large 
cities arc conducive to depravity and 
vlc<l among- the students. This is no 
truer of kirgc pinces than of any 
other places -where youth gathers. 
Most young people nro Innately good, 
and most of them at that ago are 
cherishing secret good thoughts and 
high ambitions than low thoiiKhta 
nnd desires. If a parent hn.s brought 
his dhlld up to think and to do right 
and to have tho will power to do It 
against odds, he need not worry 
about him anj^vhere. If he hos not so 
trained him, then. his chances of keep- 
inp; straight, of having the goofl 
brought in him instead of the bad. 
are as good In a large place as In a 
small one. 

There ore other reasons on which 
a choice of college Is made, which 
sNould not enter Into the question 
unless other things, are equal. Boys 
and girls choose their Alma Mater 
because father or mother or some 
other relative -went there. But the 
child may be totally unlike the parent, 
or the coUogre may have changed 
since the parent's day, or, what l.i 
worse, stood still. Or young people 
choose an Institution because their 
friends go there, which. In some 
cases Is the best of reasons for not 
going. There Is nothing ao narrowing 
as to have always the samo view- 
point, to see always the same people. 

No romn Is educated who knows but 
one s.de of a question. Education 
means well rounded development, a 
broad vision, itoreover a atudent Is 
much more likely to get Into the gen- 
eral life of the college If he does not 
enter It with a ready made circle of 
friends. 

Often a boy chooses a college be- 
cause It has a famous foot-ball tenm. 

The cho:«e of a coI1«^ô must be 
made on things larger, more Impor- 
tant more related to a boy or girl's 
life than these.
